‘Only $1800.40 has been collected 
this year, There are over 7000 resi- 
sdtents of Wilmington, and if every- 
one had contributed it would have 
been about 26 cents per person. Ac- 
tually only 780 persons have con- 
tributed, about 10% of our popula- 
tion. Frankly, we were disappointed 
at such a community spirit. If only 
one child's eyes were attended to, 
the Wilmington Community Fund 
would be a worthwhile organiza- 
tion. In this year alone, we have 
two cases which will use up over 
25% of this year's intake. The bal- 
ance will have to be alloeated ac- 
cordingly.

THE $36,000 ERROR 


In a statement released by the 

Wilmington Board of Assessors, it 
was disclosed that a State official 
who was working with and super- 
vising the former Wilmingtow 
Board of*Assessors when computing 
the 1951 tax rate last June, made 
an error in totalling “the Town 
appropriations which resulted in a 
$36,000 deficit. The effect of this 
error reduced the tax rate by $2.00, 
from $56 in 1980, to $54 for 1951, 
whereas the tax rate’ should have 
beef $58.50. 
In order to overcome this deficit 
without imposing additional taxes 
upon the genes baie the Town 
Officials are exerting every effort 
to collect delinquent taxes, inviting 
builders to view suitable tracts of 
land for home construction, invit- 
ing new industries to Wilmington, 
and prosecuting dormant tax title 
cases in the Land Court. The in- 
creased revenue from these sources, 
they believe, will offset the $36,000 
deficit
